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AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 8 and 

Title 55, relative to records concerning convictions 
or bail forfeitures for offenses involving motor 
vehicles. 

 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 55-10-306, is amended by adding 

the following new subdivision (b)(3): 

 (A)  If an abstract of the record of any conviction resulting in the suspension or 

revocation of the offender’s driver license is not forwarded to the department within the 

thirty (30) days required by subdivision (b)(1), the ten dollar payment for furnishing such 

abstract as provided in subdivision (b)(2) shall be forfeited and the commissioner shall 

withhold such payment. 

 (B)  If an abstract of the record of any conviction not resulting in the suspension 

or revocation of the offender’s driver license is not forwarded to the department within 

the thirty (30) days required by subdivision (b)(1), but an abstract of a conviction 

resulting in such suspension or revocation is timely forwarded, five dollars ($5.00) of the 

ten dollar payment provided in subdivision (b)(2) shall be forfeited and the commissioner 

shall make a payment of five dollars ($5.00) for furnishing such abstract. 

 SECTION 2.  This act shall take effect July 1, 2005, the public welfare requiring it.
